THE  Rural  District  of  Whitchurch,  Hants,  is  situated  in  the  Valley  of  the  Test-,  and 
consists  of  Three  Divisions,  viz.,  Whitchurch,  Overton  and  St.  Mary  Bourne,  each 
with  some  adjoining  Parishes.  The  occupation  of  the  Inhabitants  is  mainly  Agricultural, 
but  a  certain  number  are  employed  in  a  Paper  Mill,  a  Jam  Factory  and  Slop-work  (Clothing), 
also  a  few  in  a  small  Silk  Mill.

On  comparing  the  statistics  on  Table  I.,  annexed,  with  the  average  of  the  past  ten 
years  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  Births  in  the  whole  district  has  fallen  from  158*2, 
or  a  rate  of  27*53,  to  137,  or  a  rate  of  23*5  ;  and  that  the  Deaths,  which  averaged  74*6,  or  a 
i*ate  of  12*96,  are  for  this  year  74,  or  a  rate  oE  12*7,  a  tribe  under  the  average,  though  higher 
than  the  previous  two  years;  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  Deaths  of  Infants  under 
one  year  of  age  has  fallen  from  an  average  of  16*6,  or  a  rate  of  103*84,  to  10,  or  a  rate  of 
72*9,  though  this  is  higher  than  the  previous  year. 

With  regard  to  the  Infant  Mortality  it  should  be  noticed  that  the  Table  V.  introduced 
last  year  (1905),  showing  the  causes  of  Death  of  Children  under  one  year  of  age  and  the 
number  of  Illegitimate  Births,  shows  that  of  the  ten  Infant  Deaths  three  were  under  one 
month,  two  of  them  being  due  to  Debility  from  Birth,  and  that  the  Illegitimate  Births 
number  7  ;  of  these  latter  three  occurred  in  Whitchurch,  none  in  Overton,  and  four  in 
St.  Mary  Bourne.  Two  Deaths  of  Illegitimate  Infants  occurred  during  the  year,  one  each  in 
Whitchurch  and  St.  Mary  Bourne.

Of  which  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Whooping  Cough,  Influenza  and  a  few  cases  of  Diarrhoea 
form  the  chief  features,  also  six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
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With  regard  to  the  health  of  the  District  it  may  be  said  to  have  been  good  generally,  but 
the  List  of  Deaths  is  swollen  by  the  number  of  old  people,  17  being  over  80  years  of  age. 

INFLUENZA  occurred  at  intervals,  chiefly  in  the  earlier  and  later  months  of  the  year. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused  jointly  22  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever,  which  returned  to  Whitchurch  in  July,  1905,  without  any  apparent 
reason,  has  still  hovered  about;  one  case  being  notified  in  January;  four  in  April,  three  of 
them  being  of  one  family  and  the  other  a  relative  ;  two  in  May,  one  of  which  at  an  outlying 
part  may  have  had  some  connection  with  the  previous  cases,  the  other  quite  distinct  ;  in 
July  three  cases,  one  on  the  6th  from  the  house  of  the  outlying  case  and  the  others  in  different 
parts  of  Whitchurch ;  on  August  25th  a  case  in  another  part  of  Whitchurch,  and  on 
August  27th  one  at  an  outlying  place  in  an  opposite  direction  ;  on  November  6th  a  case  in 
another  part  of  Whitchurch,  and  on  November  10th  one  in  another  part;  on  November  13th 
the  mother  of  the  case  of  November  6th,  and  on  December  9th  the  Nurse  at  the  Workhouse, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  it  has  been  very  erratic.  All  these  cases,  16  in  number, 
were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  type  of  Scarlet 
Fever  has  of  late  years  been  much  less  severe  than  formerly,  a  fact  which  is  probably  due 
to  the  improved  sanitary  conditions  under  which  the  people  live  ;  though  this  very 
advantage  has  the  disadvantage  of  probably  leaving  unrecognised  cases  in  our  midst  as 
unknown  sources  of  infection. 


Enteric  Fever. — One  case  of  a  child  12  years  of  age  was  notified  from  Whitchurch 
on  August  13,  and  was  probably"  due  to  certain  insanitary  conditions  in  and  around  the  house 
which  the  Council  ordered  the  owner  to  remedy.  Another  case  was  notified  from  another 
part  of  Whitchurch  on  September  1,  and  was  undoubtedly  contracted  elsewhere  ;  this  case  was 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Measles  was  imported  to  a  family  in  Whitchurch  in  March,  and  several  members  of 
the  family  contracted  it,  but  there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  the  Overton  District  in  April  and  May,  chiefly" 
affecting  the  scholars  of  the  Ashe  School,  and  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  school  for 
six  weeks. 


Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  at  St.  Mary  Bourne  into  which  I  made  full  enquiry 
and  visited  the  premises  with  the  Medical  Attendant,  but  found  nothing  special  to  account 
for  it,  though  the  surroundings  of  the  Cottage  required  to  be  improved,  and  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  subsequently  dealt  with  the  matter. 

During  the  year  17  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  viz.,  16  Scarlet 
Fever  and  1  Enteric.  The  Hospital  is  provided  by  the  District  Council  and  its  accommodation 

is  sufficient. 


Disinfection  of  premises,  bedding  and  clothing  where  infectious  disease  has  occurred  has 
been  carefully  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Officer  and  disinfectants  supplied  as  required. 


Phthisis  caused  nine  deaths,  viz.,  four  in  Whitchurch,  four  in  Overton  and  one  in 
St.  Mary  Bourne;  and  Cancer  3,  viz.,  two  in  Whitchurch  and  one  in  St.  Mary  Bourne. 
Where  deaths  occur  from  these  diseases  disinfection  and  cleansing  of  house  and  piemises  aie 
strongly  recommended.  To  combat  these  diseases,  as  also  many  otheis,  houses  should  be 
kept  in  as  sanitary  a  condition  as  possible,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  not  oveicrowded,  and 
defective  drainage  of  soil  remedied  to  avoid  damp. 


As  regards  Drainage  there  is  no  regular  System  of  Sewerage,  but  in  the  more  populous 
places  in  Whitchurch  and  Overton,  through  which  the  Paver  Lest  Hows,  drains  and  gutters 
have  beerr  laid  for  the  conveyance  of  surface  water,  usually  to  the  river.  Into  these  a  good 
deal  of  foul  matter  from  the  roads  finds  its  way,  and  also  slop  water  from  sinks  and  back 
premises,  but  in  no  instance  is  any"  closet  known  to  connect  with  these  drains,  though  there 
are  still  some  few  privies  over  the  river  which  it  would  be  well  to  get  rid  or.  Lhe  gutters 
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in  some  places  are  Hat  and  allow  accumulation  of  refuse  which  at  times  becomes  offensive, 
especially  if  the  cleansing  should  not  be  sufficiently  attended  to  by  the  scavenger  of  the 
locality.  The  inhabitants  might  assist  in  preventing  any  nuisance  from  this  cause  by  flushing 
with  a  pail  of  water  and  sweeping  the  gutter  in  front  of  their  houses.  The  plan  for 
flushing  certain  drains  in  Whitchurch  bv  means  of  an  inlet  from  the  river  still  appears  to 
work  well,  and  the  springs  which  flow  into  the  drain  in  a  part  of  its  course  aid  in  keeping 
it  clean  with  the  help  of  the  scavenger. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  is  by  wells  and  tube  pumps,  the  latter  being  on 
the  increase  yearly,  and  more  attention  is  paid  to  the  covering  of  wells  and  raising  of  kerbs 
so  as  to  avoid  pollution  from  surface  water.  Samples  of  water  have  been  examined  from 
time  to  time  and  defects  made  good,  certificates  for  new  houses  being  granted  as  required. 

The  Disposal  of  Excrement  in  the  district  is  mainly  on  the  pail  system  or  cemented 
vaults,  and  the  contents  are  ordered  to  be  emptied  at  regular  intervals  by  the  scavenger  of 
the  localities  of  Whitchurch  and  Overton  and  carted  away,  the  St.  Mary  Bourne  locality 
not  requiring  a  scavenger.  House  refuse  and  rubbish  is  also  removed  by  the  scavenger  in 
Whitchurch  and  Overton. 

Piggeries  near  dwelling  houses  have  as  usual  been  dealt  with  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  been  inspected  and  cleansed  as  required. 

The  Dai  ries  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  improvements  made  as  to 
cleanliness,  ventilation  and  drainage,  in  conformity  with  the  model  regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  which  came  into  operation  in  January,  1905,  but  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  whitewashing  and  sanitation  attended  to  as 
required  and  one  improved.  There  is  no  Underground  Bakehouse  in  the  district. 

Several  Old  Cottages  have  been  Whitewashed  and  Repaired,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  Owners  may  shortly  see  fit  to  repair  others  which  need  it. 

Many  of  the  Cottages  are  too  small  and  incommodious  for  the  number  in  the  family,  so 
leading  t3  overcrowding,  which  it  is  difficult  to  abate,  as  there  is  a  lack  of  larger  cottages. 

Several  New  Houses  have  been  built  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  There  is  no 
supervision  over  the  erection  of  new  houses,  and  drainage  sometimes  subsequently  becomes 
a  difficulty,  as  for  instance  certain  houses  in  Whitchurch,  a  report  of  which  has  been  more 
than  once  before  your  Council,  to  which  improvement  has  now  been  made,  which  it  is  hoped 
will  prove  satisfactory. 

Inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  attention 
given  to  cleanliness  and  sanitary  conditions  and  to  dwellings  of  Homeworkers,  especially 
with  regard  to  infectious  illness,  of  which  there  has  been  none  amongst  them  during  the  year. 
Section  '22  of  the  Public  Healths  Act  Amendment  Act,  1890,  is  not  in  force  in  this  district, 
but  the  sanitary  accommodation  appears  to  be  sufficient  and  suitable.  One  Workroom  has 
been  closed  during  the  year. 

When  Infectious  Illness  has  occurred  in  a  house  the  children  have  been  kept  from  school 
by  notice  to  the  teachers. 

The  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district  were  improved  and  put  into  a  good  sanitary 
condition,  with  improved  water  supply,  during  1905. 

Many  Inspections  of  the  District  have  been  made,  both  systematic  and  otherwise,  and 
reports  made  to  your  Council  of  matters  to  be  dealt  with,  which  have  now  been  attended  to. 
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During  the  year  complaints  were  frequent  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Streets  in 
Whitchurch  and  Overton.  It  should  be  observed  that  the  modern  method  of  road-making, 
whereby  a  quantity  of  dirt,  practically  road  scraping,  with  all  it  contains,  is  brought  into 
the  streets  and  rolled  down  with  the  stones,  creating  a  vast  amount  of  mud  in  winter  and 
wet  weather,  and  an  intolerable  amount  of  dust  in  the  summer  which,  mixed  with  the 
pulverised  horse  droppings,  &e.,  is  blown  backwards  and  forwards  with  the  wind,  and  raised 
into  a  cloud  by  passing  motor  cars,  and  is  carried  into  the  houses  of  residents,  the  shops  and 
over  food  exposed  for  sale,  and  into  the  provision  carts  standing  in  the  streets.  In  .June  I 
recommended  to  your  Council  that  the  streets  should  be  cleansed  and  efficiently  watered, 
with  the  result  that  a  fresh  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  scavengers  of  Whitchurch  and 
Overton  to  the  effect  that  the  streets  should  be  cleansed  from  the  droppings  and  other 
rubbish.  The  watering  of  the  streets  in  Whitchurch  was  subsequently  better  attended  to, 
though  it  is  desirable  that  it  be  commenced  earlier  in  the  season,  and  more  efficiently  done  in  the 
future,  as  this  impregnated  dust  must  be  detrimental  to  health,  and  is  obnoxious  to  pedestrians. 

During  the  year  I  have,  as  usual,  been  in  constant  communication  with  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  who  has  rendered  much  valuable  assistance,  and  has  submitted  the  following  report  and 
summary  of  work  carried  out  under  his  supervision  by  order  of  the  District  Council  and  Medical 

Officer  of  Health  : — 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  under  inspection,  and  with  one  exception  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  state.  In  some  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  drainage,  and  other 
matters  requiring  attention  remedied.  There  is  still  room  for  further  improvements  to  be  made  in 
some  sheds.  There  appears  to  be  more  interest  taken  by  the  owners  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  as 
to  keeping  them  in  a  more  wholesome  and  sanitary  state  than  formerly.  A  few  old  privies  with 
offensive  pits  have  been  the  cause  of  some  difficulty,  but  these  are  now  gradually  disappearing  and 


the  pail  system  substituted,  abating  an  offensive  nuisance.
